within their respective provinces, For
sxumple, the Norfolk sand Is & warm.
porous soil of the Atlantic and gulf
coastal plain provinece, suited rto the
production of truck crops. This type
has been mapped In 34 different areas,
located in 14 atates. extending from
New England to Texas. The total arsa
covered by this type in the areas map-
ped amounts to 1,702,000 acres or 2660
square miles. Ita extent wjithin the
total area Of thepe 11 atat=s s many
timesz as great.
